Travel Evening to be 
held February 23rd 


Little Denmark and Big Greenland 
And Something About Them . . . 


It is told — and it isn’t easy to 
find out by whom — that about 300 
years ago, the goddess of Justice 
got so fed up with complaints from 
the Danes that she decided to let 
them participate in the re discovery 
of Greenland. We complained that 
everything in Denmark was tiny, that 
we had only winter sports weather a 
couple of days a year; that for hunt¬ 
ing we had only nice and good-nat¬ 
ured animals, like deer and pheasant 
and the like, that it had become j 
practically impossible to find a spot 
of land that did not have a house 
on it, that it was impossible to be 
alone with Nature, that we had no 
mining. And then most important 
mountains, and what is more, no 
of all — we had complexes because 
Denmark was so small. Not that, 
we wanted to be a world power — | 
the way our plans were around the 
turn of the millennium. We were 
just a little sorry that it was almost 
impossible to find us, even on a 
rather big globe. 

It is said that the goddess of Jus¬ 
tice pondered and brooded — for a 
while she thought about Africa, but 
gave it up again after having tried 
it out — but then she hit upon a 
humdinger of an idea — Greenland. 
The largest island in the world 
(apart from Africa, America, and 
Australia, and in Denmark they are j 
never taken into account as islands) j 
a lot of magnificent mountains, per¬ 
petual ice and snow covering the 
whole interior, hunting of such mar¬ 
vellous game as the polar bear, the 
musk-ox, the seal, the walrus, the 
reindeer, and birds. 

A friendly population, who was 
pleased to be conquered in the spec- j 
ial Danish way without bloodshed, 
readily submitted to our charm and 
presented us with luxurious furs and 
ivory from the local elephant, the 
walrus. 

Missionaries brought Danish cul¬ 
ture to Greenland, and they were 
followed by many others, right up to 
the great polar explorers of today, 
who by and by discovered the Green¬ 
land wonders, both the unique na¬ 
ture, the highly interesting popula¬ 
tion with its characteristic old cul¬ 
ture, lead, which a lot of people 
know where'to use, and, it seems, 
also uranium, which everybody 
knows everything about. 

Well, then Greenland became part 
of Denmark. Of course, it was in 
reality Denmark with its 16,576 
square miles which became part of 
Greenland with its 840,000 square 
miles, but there were so many more 
people to establish the first formu¬ 


lation, as Greenland has only about 
27,000 inhabitants (thus there are 
allotted more than 32 square miles 
to every person in Greenland — an 
advantage if someone would want 
a little solitude and peace). 

Naturally, Greenland has changed 
considerably during the 2000 years 
it has been populated. And it can¬ 
not be denied that there have also 
been important changes since 1721 
when the missionary Hans Egede 
found his way up there. Right up 
to our time, Greenland was some¬ 
what isolated and the Eskimos had 
a primitive life in freedom, and the 
seal was the animal which provided 
them with clothes and food, light 
and warmth, leather for boots and 
bones for fishing tackle. 

Now, in turn, there are codfish 
and loads of shrimps. It is rather 
fortunate that it has not been the 
other way around, so that the 
shrimps were there first and the 
seal came afterwards — the poor 
old Greenlanders would never have 
managed to subsist. 

Many other things have happened 
in Greenland. They have many 
wooden houses now which may not 
be as beautiful as snow huts but 
have other advantages. They now 
have canneries, modern hotels, and 
traffic problems, which are also 
known in other parts of the world. 
Earlier, it was only a question about 
which dogsleigh should let the other 
pass, and where to park. Today 
there are many more means of com¬ 
munication, and it is also seen to 
that the SAS aircrafts flying between 
Copenhagen and Los Angeles do not 
collide before or after a stop-over 
at Sondre Stromfjord Airport. 

They also have refrigerators in 
Greenland. Actually, the ice-cap 
could do the job, but as things are, 
nobody dare put his stock of Tuborg 
Beer out on the ice — it would be 
too much of a temptation. 

Finally, the tourists are including 
Greenland in their itineraries. They 
come from all over the world, and 
when they have been in Greenland 
just once, they keep coming back. 
This magic is said to be worked by 
the drums of the ancient Eskimos, 
which also had magic powers. 

As a guidance for new tourists it 
should be mentioned that the spec¬ 
ial Eskimo practice of changing 
wives was abandoned long ago — 
but you may still borrow a kayak, 
and provided you are capable, you 
may go fishing among the world’s 
most fantastic icebergs, in this, the 
world’s most fantastic island out of 
Denmark’s 500. 


Studded 
Snow Tires 

Report from Hon. Gordon Taylor, 
Alberta minister of highways, that 
there was no legislation in the prov¬ 
ince prohibiting auto tires with me¬ 
tal winter students, and that none 
is contemplated, throws the spot¬ 
light on tests conducted in the past 
few years in the Scandinavian 
countries. 

Throughout the winter of 1962- 
63 a number of Swedish motoring 
organizations and the four major 
tire manufacturers in that country, 
including Firestone and Goodyear, 
conducted extensive tests with stud¬ 
ded tires, while similar tests were 
also carried out in both Norway i 
and Finland. At the same time Fag- 
ersta Steelworks (the manufactur¬ 
ers of Seco tire studs) asked the 
Swedish State Roads Institute to 
carry out a program of investiga¬ 
tion in this particular field. 

Generally speaking, the Investi¬ 
gations demonstrated that studded 
tires provide a grip on icy road sur-1 
faces 30 per cent • 50 per cent bet- ! 
ter than regular snow tires. The test 
results also showed that studs of 
Seco’s type do stay in the tire tread 
and that the wear-resistance is 
good. These conclusions only con¬ 
firm what every knowledgeable mo¬ 
torist had known for some time, 
but it was considered worthwhile 
to substantiate popular opinion by 
properly conducted tests. 

One other interesting factor 
brought out by the Norwegian tests, 1 
which were conducted In varying 
ambient temperatures, was that the 
greatest improvements were ob-, 
tained on glare ice when the tern- j 
perature was close to freezing' 
point. This, of course, is when the 
danger of skidding is greatest, j 
especially in the case of sudden, 
temperature changes on damp 
roads. The extreme benefit will be 
gained under conditions of freezing 
rain, etc. when studs will frequently 
be able to cut through a thin layer 
of ice and actually grip on the solid 
pavement beneath. 

Seco recommends that studs be' 
fitted so that approximately 1/16" , 
is left protruding from the surface 
of the tread. The studs will main¬ 
tain about this amount of protru¬ 
sion during use as the hardness of 
the tungsten carbide cores gives 
the studs a wear rate approximat¬ 
ing that of the rubber. 

Provided tires are not excessively 
abused on a powerful car, the tire 
life will be little affected.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


(1) Data regarding charter flights was accepted un audited as presented to the 
directors for inclusion in the minutes. 

(2) At the present time a complete revision and updating of the shareholders’ 
accounts is being carried out. The figures presented in these financial 
statements regarding subscribed share capital, share subscriptions receivable 
and commissions, share selling should be considered as un-audited. 

(3) Neither the trade accounts receivable or share subscriptions receivable were 
circularized by the auditor. 


(4) Whereas the Scandinavian Centre News is accounted for separately for the 
sake of clarity, it is in fact another operational activity of the Scandinavian 
Centre Co-operative Limited. The loss on the operation of the Scandinavian 
Centre News for the year ended December 31, 1965 in the amount of

of the co-operative.

Anybody Going 
t To Denmark Soon? 

Last month you got as far as the 
City Square in Copenhagen, so now 
we go to Stroget which links up 
Raadhuspladsen with Kongens 
Nytorv is Copenhagen’s fashionable 
shopping street, and a shopping 
tour along Stroget, which is reser¬ 
ved for pedestrians, is probably the 
best way of catching something of 
the true Copenhagen atmosphere. 
Everything from Jewellery and the 
latest fashions to applied art and 
modern furniture design is display¬ 
ed in the windows of shops and 
large department stores. 

On Kongens Nytorv — an impres¬ 
sive and at the same time charming 
city square — in a setting of old 
patrician mansions, are the Royal 
Academy of Fine Arts and the cen¬ 
tre of successive art exhibitions. 

Langelinie extends from the old 
citadel fortifications and harbour 
along the free-port to Langelinie 
Pier. It is laid out with flower beds 
and shrubberies, and there are a 
number of sculptures to be seen. 
Commanding a splendid view of the 
entrance to the harbour Langelinie 
is a most popular promenade. Here, 
opposite the English Church, is the 
Qefion Fountain which depicts the 
old Scandinavian legend about the 
goddess Gefion, who was promised 
by the Swedish king Gyife as much 
land from his kingdom as she could 
plough in a day; whereupon she 
transformed her four rons into 
oxen, harnessed them, and plough¬ 
ed the island of Zealand out of 
Sweden from the spot which is now 
Lake Vanar. 

Close by the yacht harbour can 
be seen the monument erected to 
the Memory of the Danish Seamen 
who perished in the First World 
War; on its sides are inscribed the 
names of ships and their crews. Un¬ 
doubtedly the most widely known 
feature along Langelinie is the 
bronze statue of Hans Andersen’s 
fairy tale character “The Little Mer¬ 
maid” who, sitting on a rock looks 
down pensively at the water — her 
real element. Across from the little 
mermaid are the navy yard and 
royal yacht anchorage. 
COPENHAGEN HARBOUR 

The visitor should take a sight¬ 
seeing trip around the harbour and 
let the varied world of shipping pass 
before him. Stately passenger liners 
and weather beaten tramp steam¬ 
ers, noisy shipyards, quaint old 
warehouses, the navy yard with old 
frigates and modern naval vessels 
all combine to form a picture of the 
daily maritime life with its romantic 
atmosphere. For particulars of har¬ 
bour trips, conducted round trips 
of the Harbour and Canals take 
place from Gl. Strand near the 
statue of the “Fishwife". 


Benefits Of Alberta 
Medical Plan Includes 
I Outpatient Service 

i 

! A plan whereby the provincial 
government pays for 80 per cent 
of the cost of out-patient diagnostic 
services provided when the patient 
is not occupying a hospital bed 
. went into effect throughout the 
i province of Alberta on August 1, 

11965. 

The plan, which is an extension 
i of the province’s Hospital Plan, pro¬ 
vides that the provincial govern¬ 
ment will pay for 80 per cent of 
the cost of x-ray, physiotherapy, la- 
I boratory or emergency room serv- 1 
ices.w.hen j.hey are supplied at hos¬ 
pitals, and laboratory and x-ray pro- j 
cedures provided at private clinics i 
or laboratories, which are ordered 
by an attending physician. , 

The remaining 20 per cent of the 1 
costs of these services will be paid 
by the patient, either directly at the 
time of service or through his med- 
icalor hospital insurance, if such 
is carried. 

In the case of Albertans who 
have medical insurance which pays 
for these services (such as A.M.P.) 
the Government of Alberta has re¬ 
quested that the insurance com¬ 
panies or carriers make a reduc¬ 
tion of at least 10 per cent in their 
premiums as a result of the prov¬ 
ince picking up the 80 per cent of 
costs for which they were previous¬ 
ly responsible. 

Subsidies under the Alberta Med¬ 
ical Plan are now being paid on 
behalf of 192,397 residents of the 
province. In the year ending March 
31, 1965, a total of $2,614,306.31 
was paid on behalf of these people 
and, with a constantly increasing 
enrolment expected to continue, it 
is estimated that the 1965-66 pay 
ments may exceed the ailoted $3,- 
050,000.00. 

Under the Alberta Medical Plan 
subsidies are available to about 
25% of the residents of the prov¬ 
ince. The remaider of the citizens, 
however, are able to arrange with j 
their own chosen insurance carrier | 
for participation in the government 
regulated plan. This arrangement 
has been made by more than 831,- 
000 residents, for whom monthly 
rates average $5.25 for a single 
person, and $13.50 for a family. 

With the addition of the out¬ 
patient and diagnostic services un¬ 
der the Hospital Plan coverage, all 
Albertans will now be able to re¬ 
ceive extensive desirable benefits 
important to their doctor in diag¬ 
nosing their illnesses and at a cost 
which will not impose financial hard¬ 
ship to pay. 


S.A.S. Announces 
$14.5 Million Profit 

Scandinavian Airlines System has 
announced a $14.5 million profit 
for the fiscal year which closed 
Steptember 30, 1965. The an¬ 

nouncement made today in Copen¬ 
hagen by the SAS Board of Direc¬ 
tors, further stated that profit was 
up $1 million over the same period 
last year. 

Total revenue for the year was 
$216 million and the Board pro¬ 
posed that the major share be used 
for consolidation. Recommenda¬ 
tions of the Board are subject to 
final approval by the assembly of 
representatives sheduled to meet in 
Oslo January 21, 1966. 

Overall traffic revenue was up 12 
per cent while individual passenger, 
cargo and mail increased 10.20 and 
14 per cent respectively. A system- 
wide load factor of 60.2 per cent 
was the highest in SAS history.

Conference On Newspaper Mortality 


Prime Minister Per Borten has 
accepted an invitation from the 
Norwegian Editors Association and 
the National Association of News¬ 
papers, to attend a conference, 
March 1-2, on all aspects of the 
growing mortality among news¬ 
papers. The two press organizations, 
in a joint letter to the Government, 
have urged appointment of a board 
to examine and offer proposals on 
state-press relations. 

Since World War II, the letter 
notes, the newspaper demise has 
created major problems for press 
services in Western Europe. In the 
last 15 years, Denmark has lost 
about half of its newspapers and 


Sweden about one-third. A total of 
31 newspapers have ceased publi¬ 
cation in Norway. Since 1950, the 
number has been reduced from 191, 
with a combined circulation of 1.5 
million copies, to 160, which have 
a total circulation of over 1.7 mil¬ 
lion. 

The organizations note with 
satisfaction that Norwegian news¬ 
paper opinion is strongly opposed 
to direct state subsidies to the 
press. At the same time they stress 
the urgency of providing some mea¬ 
sure of relief that will enable news¬ 
papers to survive, without affect¬ 
ing their integrity.
